Excluding tho Indian and Boxer troubles, the TJmted 


States has actually been engaged in war, 16 per cent 
of Its national history, or 23 years and 346 days. During 
the revolutionary period. 310,000 men were under arms; 
In tho war with France, 4,600; in tho war of 1S12, 577,- 
000: In theWar with Mexico, 112,000; in the Civil war 
2,799,000; In the Spanish War. 313,000; in the Philippines 
140,000 and In the U'orld war 6,000,000. The economic loss 
In taking them from useful pursuits, to say nothing of 
the loss of life and destruction, cannot be estimated. 
The conflict with Mexico cost America $173,000,000 and 
10,000 lives; the Spanish-American war, Jl,16j,000,000 
and 20,000 lives and tha Civil -war $5,000,000,000 and 694,- 
000 lives. 


Yet, America's war debt is slight compared with the 


•taggerlng- losses suffered by mankind through armed 
conflict. 


From 1T93-1S15, during Napoleon's mad conquest of 


Europe, France and England spent $6,230.000,000 and 
sacrificed 1.900,000 lives. 
Franco-Prussian struggle 


of 1S70 called for an expenditure of $2.534,000,000 and the 
loss of 290,000 lives. The Boer rebellion cost a billion, 
and the Russian-Japanese war $2,500,000,000. 


But how trivial all this seems when science gave 


modern -warfare Its most devilish Inhuman assistance. 
The major wars from 1793 to 1SGO cost humanity but 
$3,243,000,000. From 1S61, the outbreak of the Civil war, 
to 1910, tho cost of the major conflicts throughout the 
entire "world was but 14,080,000,000. The world war. In 
five years, cost tha nations of the world at a conserva- 
tive estimate 200 billion ollars — nearly eight times ,the 
cost of war throughout the entire world for 119 years 
preceding It, 


That does not take Into account the loss of man- 


power, which was roughly estimated to be 10,000,000. 
During the century and a quarter, preceding the fate- 
, ful spark of July 2S. 191-1, which was to set fire to the 


-world, only 5,500,000 lives were lost through war..

ordinary citizen cannot afford to pay a big price for 
property next to his own, In order to keep out an oil 
station, a store or some other undesirable Institution. 
Neither Is he financially able to hire an Attorney and 
engage in costly litigation. 


At the present time there Is no way -whereby the 


owners of these homes can prevent the construction of 
a filling station or the location of a store alongside them. 
The supreme, court has recently fceld that, because the 
city has no general ordinance confining: such establish- 
ments to certain areas, adjacent property owners have 
no redress except by bringing suit and proving that they 
are actually damaged. 


Under zoning regulations, an oil station, a grocery 


store, a garage or any other business concern could be 
established only within certain fixed limits. The great- 
er part of- the city would be reserved for residential 
use, and each property owner would be assured that 
nobody could buy the lot next to him and put up a busi- 
ness structure thereon. 


Would not this be protection for the small home 


owner, as well aa for tho one occupying a more preten- 
tious house? 


It is true that the zoning ordinance now before the 


city council does not get rid of objectionable business 
enterprises already established in residence sections. It 
takes the city of Lincoln as it is and aims to prevent 
any further encroachment of business Into residence 
territory. 


But after zoning Is once adopted, the ordinance can 


be amended from time to time If particular need be 
shown for the improvement of anfir locality. The serious- 
mistakes of the past can then be corrected one at a 
time. This does not mean that all outlying stores and 
oil stations would be driven down town. BtJme of them 
are needed and will doubtless stay where they are. But 
the interests of home owners will receive full consider- 
ation, and in aggravated cases they would be able to get 
relief. 


Zoning is intended for the general good of Lincoln. It 


•will benefit the great majority of the people, and will 
make this city more than ever a city of beautiful homes. 


If The Star's correspondent will Investigate further, 


this newspaper believes he will become convinced tha£ 
zoning Is designed to protect the citizens as a whole 
in the enjoyment of their homes, 
and that those .of

It 
would be interesting to know how many business men 
succeed in equalling that saving. Ib would be Interest- 
ing to know how many farmers, with their very consid- 
erable investments, succeed In putting away $1,000 every 
year. As for the salaried man—he simply does not enter 
the discussion.

CAPPER-TINCHER LAW. 


OMAHA, Neb., July 26.—1923. To 


The Editor of The Lincoln Star.— 
The "buy wheat movement, which 
seems certain of success will prove 
to be a welcome substitute for the 
speculators who \vere driven Irom the 
market by the Capper-Tinchor law. 


The Cappcr-Tmcher law is an in- 
stance of 'history repenting itsrlf.' In 
1596 the Agrarian party in Germany 
did exactly what the farm bureau 
and the farm bloc are 
now doing 


hero. They asserted that bpeCulutiio 
trading- on the Berlin Bourse or Pro- 
duce exchange, had the effect of low- 
ering tho prices of. grain, and tho 
farmers being in power at th.it lime, 
prohibited future trading on the ex- 
change. The result was a demoral- 
ization of market conditions ending 
in the repeal of tho la\v in li)00. or 
after four years of misfortune (A full 
and lengthy discussion of this expe- 
rience is found both in the writings 
of James K. Boyle, professor of agri- 
cultureal economics in Cornell uni- 
versity, and in the discussions of tho 
Royal statistical society of I.,ondon.) 


The first Capper-Tincher Ijw pro- 


hibited future trading in Boards of 
Trade (by placing a prohibitive tax 
on such trades) but the ' supreme 
court declared the law unconstitu- 
tional. 
Immediately a. new Cappor- 


Tlncher bill was drafted, and this 
tlmo it was upheld, placing aJl boards 
of trade under federal control, where 
futuro trading was conducted. The 
secretary of agriculture announced 
that future trading would not be 
stopped but might be regulated If it 
was deemed desirable by the depart- 
ment of agriculture. 
In course of 


time, the department called for a 
showing of speculative trades. On a 
given day In Chicago, speculative 
traders were present from twenty- 
eight states and foreign countries 
"with telegraphic orders to buy or sell 
grain. 


These might have been the lawyer, 


the druggist or doctor who lives next 
door to you, or they might have been 
the farmers placing hedging orders 
to Insure themselves against loss In 
the marketing of crops on 
hand. 


These Investors or speculators are 
numbered by the tens of thousands 
—part arc buyers and part are sell- 
ers—and the buyers of today are cer- 
tain to be the sellers of tomorrow (or 
some other day.) These men were 
driven out of tho, market by the de- 
mand of government officials for cer- 
tain information,

crop year usually finds ompty bins 
on the farms, In the mills and the 
terminals. 
The crop movement may 


be likened to a river of golden grain. 
The mills are the first to be filled. 
If these were the only outlet, a glut 
would soon result with a rapidly de- 
clining market, but the overflow aft- 
er filling the milling demand, passes 
on to satisfy tho export trade. 
In 


time tfcat demand is filled, but still 
the farmers are pushing more grain 
forward for sale. The overflow now) 
Is taken by the grain merchant." who 
own the big 
terminal 
elevators.

another cellhouse to take care of it^, 
excess population, Warden 
W. T. 
Fenton advises against any enUrpe-l 
ttif:it of the main bulldliig as now lo- 
rated, for the reason that it is on 
vc'y low ground and la cometiiiH-s 
llooded. 
. 
In his biennial report to the boird 


of control, the warden again advo- 
cates bull/ling- outside quarters—lor", 
farm, garden and dairy workers at' 
the Institution, who belong to the 
"trusty'- class. He also wants addi- 
tional cold storage facilities and Im- 
provements In tha culinary and the 
dairy departments. 
With normal accommodations for 


only 450 Inmates, says Mr. Fenton, 
the prison has a present population 
of 567, of whom 11 are women. One 
.hundred others who hav* been con- 
victed of ciimes are bt'ngr held In 
county Jails, and the state Is paying 
for their maintenance, becausa there 
IB not room for them at the penl-

Favors Pension For Blind 


Teachers In Service of 


State 25 Years. 


Tho stata of Nebraska will never 


get rich loaning money to blind per- 
sons to help establish them in busi- 
ness if its experience thu» far Is 
any criterion. 
Out 
of more than 


52,600 lent during the past biennium, 
out of an IS.OOO £.pproprlation which 
the over-liberal legislature of 1921 
provided for "aid to the blind," only 
$50 of the principal has been repaid 
and but 56.25 received as interest. 
Supt Ned C. Abbott of the state 
school for blind, at Nebraska City, 
who submits this showing 
in 
his 
biennial report to tha board of con- 
trol, takes an optimistic view of the 
situation, however. 
He 
estimates 


that the state will lose only about 
51,000 and the rest will eventually 
come back. 
Some Of those who were helped 
have since failed in their respective 
lines of business ^ind cannot 
pay, 


says Mr. Abbott. 
The number of loans made dur- 


ing the biennium wa« 23, the aver- 
age amount being about $115 to each 
person aided. 


Not Loaning Nowaday*. 


As the last legislature refused to 
make a special appropriation for 
"relief of the blind," other than to 
provide for Instruction of blind chll- 
dzen in the school at Nebraska City, 
the state has grone out of the loaning 
buMineaa. 
Supt. Abbott mentions the fact that 


six students who finished the cBurso 
at Nebraska City were aided in pur- 
suing higher educational work else- 
where by having their tuition paid or 
by being- awarded scholarships which 
enabled them to 
keep 
up 
their 


studies. 
Direct aid In the form of donations 


or payment of expenses' has been ren- 
dered In several instances. One case 
of the kind is that of Clarence God- 
dard, who was both deaf and blind 
and in bad health. He was placed 1" 
a hospital, where he soon showed 
great improvement, and is now under 
the care of a specialist at Omaha. 


Toward the close of 
tne 
fiscal 


biennium, which ended June 30, the 
board of control authorized Supt. Ab- 
bott to use part of the unexpended 
balance in the fund for aiding blind 


persons, to purchase 
playground 
equipment, scientific apparatus, mus- 
ical supples, and booka for the Ne- 
braska City Institution. Them was 
•everal thousand dollars left unspent, 
according; to Chairman Allyn or the 
board. 


Favor* P«n«ion for Toahvr*. 
Th» 
superintendent 
recommends 
that blind teachers who have spent 
25 years in th« service of the state 
be granted pensions 
not exceeding 


560$ a year and permitted to retire. 
Kothlnjc will be 4one along this line, 
however, without specific authority 
from a future legislature. 
Supt Abbott admits ihl* disap- 


pointment over the icsults of 
em- 
ploying a special field agent to work 
among the blind, but 
nevertheless 
urges that another agent be secured. 
The place was formerly held by L. 
X. Muck of College View, who waa 
relieved by th* board of control in 
iune, 1921. and .subsequently 
com- 


mitted suicide In a hotel in New 
Mexico. 
During his Incumbency ho 
was paid $150 a month and traveling 
,°xpenses. 
Fifty-three pupils were enrolled at 
.the Nebraska City school 
for 
the 


blind during: the last 
school year. 
Prospects are for an equal or In- 
creased attendance In the fall. The 
school is not in session during the 
summer months, and the children go 
home to their relatives, though most 
of the institution force remains.

Protect it From Sun. 


prices of chemicals rose, the cost of 
mercury was almost prohibitive. Al- 
cohol colored was used as a subtl- 
tute and was satisfactory except that 
it evaporates very rapidly In com- 
parison with the rate of mercury. 
When you see a thermometer with a 
small red dot at the top of the tube, 
you may know that some of the

thermometer -which Is placed next 
to such metal Is registering constant- 
ly a higher temperature than that of 
the air, and Is coming closer to the 
heat of the metal 


Coldest and Hottest Corner. 


At Tenth and O streets, which Is 


not only the hottest corner In town, 
but also tho coldest, the kiosk in con- 
sulted bv more than one person who 
is searching for absolute confirma- 
tion of the unbearabloness of the 
heat. 
And the kiosk tells him he Is hot- 


ter than he thought he was' 


For In Its unprotected sunny spot, 


It has the full benefit both of the 
sun and of Its reflection In the ce- 
ment sidewalk and the asphalt pave- 
ment. 
The majesty of the law Is no pro- 


tection to the building, for old Boreas 
In the winter time sweeps around the 
little shelter with all the gusto he 
can muster. Tho city hall Is a half 
a block away, and tho dignity of the 
national government Is twice that 
distance. 


Sheltered From Sun. 


In the university campus, on the 


Tenth street side, are two little -white 
buildings, made

Humidity Changes. 


During a day the humidity, or per- 


centage of water in the air, accord- 
ing 
to

changes from ninety-five to twenty- 
five Or thlrtv. If the air \i already 
full of moisture, it cannot absorb the 
perspiration and the unhappy victim 
feels the stickiness of the heat.

of the moisture

cooler, but -will actually reduce the 
temperature of an object he may be 
touching.
